8th.  The  Judges  to  determine  and 
announce  before  starting,  the  quantity  cf 
ground  to  be  ploughed  ;  the  length  of  time 
allowed  for  the  performance  of  it ;  and 
any  further  conditions  that  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary. 

The  Judges  shall  be  at  liberty  to  reserve 
the  three  premiuius  in  each  class,  should 
the  work  performed  in  their  opinion,  not 
deserve  this  mark  of  approbation,  or  In 
case  of  a  sufficient  numbe,"  of  teams  nor 
coming  forward  to  afford  f*4ir  sco^g  for 
competition.
